The prior art fails to disclose or suggest a method of fabricating a fluid ejection 
device comprising the step of: 

etching the layer of sacrificial material to define deposition zones for ink spread 
prevention rims interposed between the nozzle rims and depositing the layer of 
structural material such that the layer of structural material defines the ink spread 
prevention rims interposed between the nozzle rims, and in combination with the rest of 
the limitations of claim 3. 
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The closest prior art of Jarrold (US 20020093548) does not disclose or suggest a 
method of fabricating a fluid ejection device comprising the step of etching the layer of 
sacrificial material to define ink spread prevention rims.
